Severe fighting is still in progress 
in the vicinity of Sainam, near 
Hohow. 

Reports have also been received 
in Canton from the West River 
front indicating that Kwangsi 
forces are again engaging the Can- 
tonese in the vicinity of Sainam, a 
town in the Samshui District. The 
sudden suspension of traffic on the 
Canton-Samshui_ railway indicates 
that trouble is occurring there.

‘Reports coming to Canton have 
it that Fatshan, a town along the 
West River, has fallen into the 
hands of the Kwangsi troops. 

Naval Bombardment 

Fierce fighting occurred yester- 
day simultaneously at Sainam, in 
Samshui, and Lupoo, along the 
West River. Admiral Chan Chak, 
of the Canton Navy, led some 
ships, including the “Chung 
Shan,” to bombard the Kwangsi 
defence lines at Mafong, Hokuo, 
and Samshui City. The Kwangsi 
troops replied with heavy guns, 
‘but, they had finally to evacuate. 
Samshui city, Hohow, and even 
Lupao. The Cantonese troops 
under General Hang Han-ping 
were till. controlling the road to 
Canton yesterday, . 

Samshui Again Falls 
The Kwangsi troops appear to

In reference’ to enquiries made 
regarding. the utilisation of nullah 
water for flushing purposes we are 
officially informed that the Sanitary 


‘| Board does not recommend to Goy- 


ernment for approval the installa- 
tion of water closets. unless ap- 
plicants can prove to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board that an indepen- 
derft ‘and adequate water supply is 
obtainable. In the City of Victoria 
and in Kowloon the water for these 
purposes is obtained from wells and 
ig pumped ‘to tanks placed on the 
roof of the buildings concerned. 
The Colony's water supply is not 
allowed to be used for flushing pur- 
poses. Only a few isolated excep- 
tions to this rule have been permit-

Criminal . Sessions — for May 
gommenced this morning at the 
Supreme Court. There are.only two 
cases on the calendar and both were 
‘fixed: for - heart ‘hy:the Puisne 
Judge, y Wood.

Cannon, and, after reading it, the 
case was accordingly adjourned for 
a month. 
’ An unrehesrsed item dn ‘the pro- 
gramme. was enacted Just as the 
prisoner was being ted out of Court. 
The crowd got to the doorway be- 
fore him, and the moment they saw 
him they cursed vociferously and 
made an attempt fo mob him. Two 
constables, however, kept the angry 
crowd back and_ the prisoner was 
hustled into the waiting -“black 
maria” and driven off to the jail. 


The-prisoner, {t will be remem. — 


bered, was an assistant in a junk. 
On the day in question, he was 
sent ashore in a small sampan to 
take back the two daughters and son 
of his master to the junk, After 
the. trio had boarded the dinghy, 
prisoner is alleged -to haye rowed 
them to a direction different from 
where the junk was anchored. He 
then attacked the two girls with a 
weapon, and having killed them, he 
threw the body of one of them over- 
poard. The son of the junk-master, 
who is only 14 years of age, was 
also thrown overboard and when ‘he 
made an attempt ‘to clamber on 
board again, prisoner was sald..to 
have hit him with a chopper.’ One 
girl's body was subsequently found 
floating in- the harbour, and the

The annual meeting of the Sun 
Life Assurance Co.” of Canada was 
held recently in Montreal. 

Mr. T. B. Macaulay (the president),

There is, much in_those 
two words. They mean that the 
values given in the report are aD- 
proximately $13,000,000 less than the 
actual current values of those secur- 
ities on the exchange, Then we have 
the additional deduction from, market 
values of over £4,000,000 referred to 
jn the report, and also the. special 
contingency reserve of  £2,500,000.

The resolution advocated three 
means by which this end could he 
accomplished, (1) adoption of a 
universal treaty making war a 
public crime under the law of 
nations; (2) adoption of a code of 
international law of peace based 
upon equality and justice among 
nations, amplified and brought up 
to date; (3) establishment of a 
judicial substitute for war in the 
form of an international court, 
modelled after the federal supreme 
court, this court to dec#e all 
purely’ international controversies 
as the supreme court has juris- 
diction over controversies between 
the States. 

In addition to his work in the 
Senate advocating adherence to 
the world court as a means to pre- 
vent war, Senator Borah toured 
the-United States lecturing for 
the cause of. world peace. 

The foundation will bé endow- 
ed at once, Dr. Kelly said, but the 
actual date it will become opera- 
tive has not been determined. — 
Associated Press.

There are: many kinds of machin- 
ery in which it is essential that the 
speed shall be, under such control 
that the movement can be regulated 
to within very close limits.

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A GREAT VICTGRIAN 

The news has’ just come to 
hand of the death of the Earl of 
Rosebery. He was 82 years old 
and was the last of the great 
Victorian statesmen. For many 
years he was a colleague of Mr. 
Gladstone—(the ‘Grand Old 
Man” of Victorian politics)— 
whom he succeeded in 1894 as 
Jeader of the Liberal Party. He 
was a Scottish nobleman, an 
aristocrat. to his finger-tips, and 
much more of an “Imperialist” 
than a “Liberal,” though included 
in the category of “Liberal- 
Imperialists”. with Asquith, Grey, 
and other stalwarts of the Glad- 
stonian camp. Rosebery’s life- 
long regret was that by the 
accident of birth he was never 
able to take part in the proceed- 
ings of the House of Commons. 
In. his time to. be Liberal Prime 


Minister ‘in the House , of Lords. 


was doubtless a.great honour, but 
from a leader’s point of view it 
was not an enviable position. He 


beeame more than ever /a Jonely 


figure in politics, and soon with- 


| drew even: from his most loyal 
j colleagues to plough his “lonely 


furrow.” Rosebery will never be 
remembered: as a great . states- 
man, as he never was such. He 
was too vacillating, uncertain, too 
independent, too aristocratic—at 
least to lead the Liberal Party. 
As head of the Conservatives he 
might have been much more’ in 
his ‘element.- But the glamour-of 


the “Grand Old. Man” seemed 


Jalways to be .upon ‘him, | and, 


:though with the - Liberals, he 
hever. was of them. His father 


‘was a Peer, his mother a Duchess 
and.early in life he himself. sue- 
ceeded to a peerage... ae 


In many respects he was 
“Dame Fortune’s” favourite, as 
his chief ambitions were fulfilled. 
He became Prime Minister and 
he won the Derby; and besides 
these two enviable distinctions, 
he, though a very wealthy man, 
married the richest heiress of his 
time, Hannah Rothschild. — Pri- 
marily he was a littereteur of a 
‘very high rank and an orator of 
outstanding ability, hardly 
worthy: to be ranked with Glad- 
stone or Bright, but. superior to 
-many of .the other recognised 
orators of his day—Joseph Cham- 
berlain, Asquith, Harcourt or 
Grey. Lord Haldane, in his re- 
cent memoirs, ranks Rosebery as 
among the.most outstanding men 
of his time. What he lost in poli- 
tical prestige he amply ‘made yp 
for in literary distinction and 
oratorical pre-eminence. Before 
(and even after, to a lesser ex- 
tent) he had settled down to his 
“lonely furrow’ —(his own ex- 
pression of his political collapse) 


—he was in constant demand as a 
public speaker, and Rosebery 
never failed to grace even the 
most prosaic occasion by his re- 
| markable ability as a popular 
orator. 

As a_ writer he was highly 
valued by those most competent 
to judge of the quality of his 
literary criticism, and for many 
years his volumes on “Pitt,” 
“Appreciations and Addresses,” 
“Sir Robert Peel,” ““Napoleon— 
the Last Phase,” “Oliver Crom- 
well,” “Lord Randolph Churchill,” 
“Chatham — His Early Life 
arid Connections,” “Miscellanies, 
Literary and Historical” will be 
long held in high esteem. He was 
Prime Minister and Lord Pre- 
sident of Council in 1894-95, and 
at various periods Lord Rector of 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Aber- 
deen Universities. For years he 
was Chairman of the London 
County Council, and did excellent 
work for that body. He had-been 
Lord-Lieutenant of. : Linlithgow 
and ‘also of Midlothian, and was 
a.well-known figure in Edinburgh, 
|near- which. is. one .of his 
best known: estates,, Dalmeny, 
His ancestral acres include 7,000 
in Linlithgowshire, 18,500 in Mid- 
Jothian, 5,500 jn. Buckingham- 
i shire, 2,000 in. Norfolk, | 500-in 
Kent, 170 in Kent anid 8 in‘Suffolk.

NOT “AWARE” 


US. AND RELATIONS WITH 
POPE 


NO MOVE YET 


Washington, May: 14. 

Many letters inquiring whether 
diplomatic relations are to he re- 
sumed between the United States 
and the Vatican are being receiv- 
ed by the White House and the 
State Department from all sec- 
tions of the countiy. 

In response to all of these let- 
ters and to those inquiring aboul 
the American Government's atti- 
tude in the event the present con- 
cordat between: Italy and the 
Vatican, reorganising the - sover- 
eignty of the latter State, is 
ratified, the State Department 
sends a brief.note informing the 
writers that the “question has not 
arisen.” 

Following the policy of silence 
established by former Secretary 
of State Kellogg when the Italian- 
Vatican agreements were signed 
recently by Premier Mussolini 
and: Gardinal Gasparri, the papal 
secretary of state, the state: de- 
| partment declines to discuss the 
American attitude on the question 
in any way. It was’ pointed .out 
that the agreements have not 
}| been ratified and the matter could 
not be discussed until final action 
is taken by the papacy and the 
Italian Government, 

The American Government has 
received only the most highly in- 
formal information regarding the 
agreement and concordat between 
the Vatican and Italy. It is  ex- 
pected in some circles here that 
this Government will be officially 
informed of the recognition of 
Italy by the sovereignty of the 
Vatican after the agreements are 
ratified. 

In that case, it was pointed out, 
the United States~would -then be 
“aware” of the existence of the 
| Vatican State. 


Rome As New Capital 


“Rome, May 13. 

Premier Mussolin! told the 
chamber of deputies to-day that 
Rome, by. the Lateran Accords of 
February 11, would become the 
real Catholic capital of the world, 
and simultaneously the real poli- 
tical capital of Italy. 

Describing the relations be- 
tween Church and State, the Pre- 
mier said, “That there are two 
sovereignties sharply distinct and 
different is perfectly and recipro- 
cally recognised.

PACIFIC FLIGHT 


- PLANS PREPARING IN 
NEW YORK 


COSTLY “DIRIGIBLES 


New York, May 10. 

Extension- of “the proposed 
trans-Pacific dirigible airship mail 
and passenger’ service to Manila, 
Shanghai, North China and Japan 
must await the development of a. 
smooth running air-line between 
San Francisco and Honolulu; Mr. | 
Paul W. Litchfield, president of 
the Goodyear Tyre & Rubber, Co. 
and. its subsidiary, the Goodyear- 
Zeppelin Corporation, said to-day 
in a statement explaining the G-Z 
Corporation’s plans for aerial ser- 
vices in the Pacific. 

Plans for the Pacific service are 
going forward. Mr. Litchfield said, 
but he warned the public. not to, 
expect too great a rapidity in the 
development of the services, which 
must be started one link ata 
time and which require extensive 
and very careful preparation. 

The G-Z dirigibles to be used 
on the Pacifte routes will cost 
about G$4,000,000 each, Mr 
Litchfield said, and will be equip- 
ped with a 600 horse-power motor 
on either side. They will have 
comfortable state rooms for pas- 


sengers and will carry crews of 
about 50 men each.—United Press.

INVENTION 'SYNCHRONISES 
_IN MINIATURE 


OF ONE PATTERN 


A. demanatratlon was given in 
London of ‘certain new methods of 
synchronising 4 home cinema with 
an ordinary gramophone so as. to 
produce talking pictures -in. minia- 
ture. The devices used are the 
invention of Mt. G. V. Dowding, 
technical editor of “Modern Wire- 
less and Popular Wireléss,” work- 
ing in conjunction with Dr.-G. H. T. 
Roberts. By means of an attach- 
ment which can be fitted to ordin- 
ary gramophones and home cinema-. 
projectors, and which costs about 
£5, it is possible to run specially 
made records and films in syn- 
chronism. The synchronising de- 
vice in one pattern is mechanical 
and in another type electrical. 

May Be Hired 

Arrangements are to be made 
whereby the corresponding films 
and records may be hired for about 
2s. in the same way as ordinary 
home cinema films. The demons- 
tration showed that an ordinary 
portable gramophone and a baby- 
cinema could be run quite satisfac- 
torily together in this way. 

An extension of the use of simi- 
lar technical devices is that. 
of the Radioscope, by ans of 
which the “talkie” part of the dual 
reproduction may be received by 
wireless. . If, for example, the 
gramophone record were run ina 
B.B.C. studio the home gratiophone 
could be dispensed with and an or- 
dinary wireless receiver used in- 
stead... At a given signal from the 
announcer the home cinema would 
be started, and it is stated that by 
the. methods employed exact syn- 
chronism could be maintained. 

Wires. Transmitted 

By special arrangement, officials 
of the British Broadcasting Cov- 
poration, including. the chief en- 
gineer, Captain P. P. Eckersley 
attended -a demonstration of 
the Radioseope recently. A 
small home cinema machine was 
operated in the City whilst the 
voices, instrumental music, &c., 
were transmitted from a studio 
some miles distant, and were re- 
ceived in exact’ synchronism with 
the pictures. The effect was so 
striking and the demonstration so 
successful that the question of in- 
cluding Radioscope transmissions 
in the B.B.C. programmes was 
forthwith placed under omeal con- 
sideration.—“Times.”

mentally,” he said, “We are guilty 
of callous and criminal. neglect. 
As librarians, we are in a position 
to say to them, ‘Come tous for your 
reading? but taking the country 
broadly, what do they get? A few. 
few juggling tricks ‘with books and 
a certain amount of shop-window 
dressing. Are those libraries doing 
their job?” 

For the specialist reader, Mr. San- 
derson said, almost’ anything 
could be. obtained in London, but 
the average student who was trying 
to make his way through, a special 
subject, had a great struggle to 
secure the text books he needed. 
Two or- three shelves. of. books 
would suffice for the average stu- 
dent studying for a university 
degree, but the urgent teed for 
those shelves was in danger of 
being ‘forgotten by the libraries, 
in their craze for special stuff. By 
failing to make the fullest provi- 
sion for the average student; the 
libraries were losing their oppor- 
tunity and increasing the difficulty 
of his task. 


Thoughts on the War 

Then Mr..Sanderson spoke of the 
change of thought in regard to such 
subjects as the Great War, Docu- 
ments available since the war had 
proved that, we did not go to war 
for a “serap of paper,’ and that 
the idea of the Germans as a nation 
whose brutality could be illustrated 
by stories about corpse factories 
was false. The popular mind must 
be swung- over to take ‘an entirely 
different standpoint from that_of’ 
1914: Were the libraries helping 
the facts? ee 

Commercial and technical libraries 
could contribute enormously ‘to 
the efficiency of our times, but 
it was also the function of a library 


man in the street. . 

“this is a restless, dissatisfied 
age,” Mr. Sanderson said, “but pro- 
gress always comes after a period 
of dissatisfaction, and our job is 
not merely to‘take the best out of 
what fs offered to us, but to go out 
and look for the great and then ex- 
ploit it, I don’t care what it is— 
prose, poetry, drama.
